7. The answer iii, t^isre is no paradox here; both views were ai 
are correct, only they 1 were j addressed to two, different categories 
of men. Judaism spoke to thermature Jews* while Christianity epoke 
to the children of history, the immature and backward races. Ar. in- 
fant cannot live by the philosophy and morality of the mature per- 
■ % son. To understand what is involved in this profound problem, 1 
shall begin with an illustration, Five-year old Johnny i a sent 
school. Little Johnny does not know why he goes to school, and 
. does not know how long ha will have to go to school. If little , 
ny were told that he would have ,to go, to school for fiftssri-twe 
years, he would not understand what it meant, for how could i 
year .old Johnny form a conception of fifteen -twenty years? Ard, if 
perchance he did understand this, he would not want to go to school? 
ThiTik of it, for fifteen-twenty years to go to school * To spend the 
, best and happiest years in school, and be deprived of the dprortuni- 
i 1 ties to play and enjoy life? But -little Johnny is not told anything. 
He goes to school, because papa and mamma want him to go to school ■ 
and because other children go to school. H* goes to school, there he 
meets other children, he play a with them, singe with them, and toge- 
ther with then he learns a word here and a word there. And, if he beha- 
ves well, he gets from the teacher a atar and from the mother a fciea 
and from the father a penny. Littlo Johnny does not believe in wai-i 
ting for payment-, he wants to be paid on the apbt. And, to encourage 
little Johnny to be a good boy and learn what he is taught, dear mo- 
ther promises him that he would become the President of the United i 
States little Johnny does not know what it meano to be president of Vs 
tne, United States ; but, since mother promises this as a reward for 
hie good behavior, it must be something good. And nothing else will 
bs good enough for little Johnny. And thus little Johnny continues 
to goto school for a year, for ten years, for twenty years. Now he 
le a mature person. Only now he begins to realize that all that he 
r?V^ rtmd untilinow **■» only * preparation for the real work of 
his Ixfe; only now he perceives that to the end of his life he will 
have to continue to learn.
